aeroplane is contemplated, by. Ross 
Smith, the British airman who last 
summer: successfully negotiated the 
flight from England to Australia.

_ plied from the ranges of southern Al- 
berta. The supply, moreover, must 
be continuous throughout the year, 
‘At the present time the Vancouver 
and Victoria markets are consuming 
approximately 120,006 sheep per year 
‘and of these Alberta supplies only 
sabout 15 per cent. British Columbia 
itself supplies only 10 per ‘cent, while 
‘the balance comes from across the 
dine and from New Zealand, As to the 
beef supply, the commissioner found 
that about 55 per cent was furnished 
wby Alberta,

HOW BIG IS A HOUSE?

As he paused for an in- 
stnat, a grim-faced young woman rose 
up. “Will you answer me one plain 
question?” she challenged him. “This 
shilly shallying with children {s all 
right\ut imes, but there are times when 
nothing but a good spanking will do. 
What do you, do when a child stamps 
his foot and gays ‘I won't do it!" "" 

The lecturer waited. The question 
er ndded nothing to her question. 

“Do you call that a plain question?” 
he asked in an incredulous tone, as 
though he did not believe his ears. 

| cae A do,” she said with sat- 
isfactiow. © 

“Well, Madame,” said the lecturer, 
“T will answer that plain question if 
you will answer one of mine. “How 
big is a house?” 

The woman stared. 
plain question. What 
house?” 

“Aha” said the lecturer, “You can't 
answer me till I have told you what 
sort of a house. Well, I can’t answer 
you until you tell me what sort of a 
child.” 

“J don’t see what that has got to 
do with it.” said the woman, but 
what taken aback. : 

“Well, here's’a case. A little child 
of three ,very nervous, sensitive, re- 
cently over an illness, has been on a 
long, hot, railway journey. At the 
end, exhausted from lack of sleep, ex- 
cited to the point of distraction, by 
the noise, and a thousand fears he 
cannot explain, with a beginning of 
stomach trouble from the irregular 
meals, he is told by someone who does 
not understand little children, to carry 
a satchel much too heavy for him. 
Perhaps, you would expect a 3-year- 
old to say: under the circumstances, 
‘I'm sorry, but I'm not feeling very 
well and it is really quite beyond my 
strength.’ But I don't blame him for 
stamping his foot and screaming. And 
certainly he does not deserve the same 
treatment as a loutish boy of fourteen 
who refuses to obey a reasonable re- 
quest. And yet you expect some ans- 
wer that will be the same for both 
these cuses,.” 

Every child is different from every 
other child, and only his mother fs in 
a, position to know how to take him. 
All sets of circumstances are different 
from allothers and only those who 
know all about the case have any 
chance of guessing what is the right 
thing to do. You must do that most 
difficult of all things, think, and think 
hard, before you know what is the 
right thing to do. But before yow be- 
gin-to think, just remember that if-a 
child stamps his foot and says “I won't 
to you It is because you have brought 
him up wrong. When you see a dog 
that habitually snarls and shows his 
teeth, you do not say “What a disagree- 
able nature that dog has” Yow say: 
“Heavens! what a brutal master the 
poor creature must have had.”

A fourteen acre crop of sunflowers 
at Lloydminster, yielded 234 tons at 
a cost of $2 a ton, including ten per 
cent for depreciation of machinery, 


Approximately 500,000 bushels of 
wheat and coarse grains are being 
handled daily in Alberta b ythe Cana- 
dian Pacific railway.

There is sufficient coal in the 
Drumheller field, Red Deer valley, to 
last the trade for 500 years, according 
to estimates. The output of the 26 
mines in operation there today will 
reach 1,400,000 tons this year, an aver- 
age of 225 car loads per day, and wages 
paid will exceed $4,000,000. Thirty 
thousand acres have been filed on by 
the mining companies. The coal is 
distributed by the Canadian National 
Railways throughout the prairie pro- 
vinces as far east as Winnipeg.

FROM STRAW HARDER 
“THAN ALL CONCRETE! 


Edmonton, Oct. \4-—Minufacture of 
of “bricks out of straw’ is NOW 
accomplished -fact. And it. has been 
demonstrated to the members of Al- 
Lerta's new Farmor government. that 
it can be done. ~ 

On Friday. afternoon, .the members 
of the Greenfield government, together 
with other. promisént .citizens og the 
capital city, includipg Dr. H. M. ‘Tory! 
president. of the university, witnessed 
a demonstration of the process by 
which bricks will be made out of straw 
in the future. Naturally such a process 
would appeal to the members of the 
Farmer government who know some- 
thing of the vast quantities of straw 
that go to’ waste every year on Alberta 
farms. ~~ 

The promoters and inventors of this 
process demonstrat d to the provincial 
cabinet that it was possible to take 
a bundle of straw, chopped into bit 
mix it with a compound, and a liquid, 
knead the mixture and set it-in a mold ' 
and secure therefrom, after twenty- 
four hours, a slab of building material 
that stands greater tests than con- 
crete, 

The members of the government 
were shown slabs of this buliding ma- 
terial on Friday afternoon and were 
shown how the straw and other in-| 
gredients are mixed. The analysis of 
the ingredients mixed with the straw 
are.a secret, but they appear to pro- 
duce results for one of the chemical 
experts atthe university has tested 
the product and states that it will 
‘stand? much’ more severe tests than 
concrete. The ,product was put 
through a temperature test of 60 de- 
grees below zero recently and stood 
up under it. 

“A revolutionary discovery,” was the 
way Premier Greenfield and other cab- 
inet ministers referred to the process. 
If'it is as successful as it appears, it 
will hive unlimited possibilities. Giv- 
en a big enough wheat crop, @ farnrer 
could have enough straw to make him- 
self a house and surround it with fence 
posts, for this compound mixed -with 
straw is capable of producing anything 
from building slabs and railway ties 
to fence posts, 

The process applied to coal dust 
produces a strong looking smooth sur- 
faced block that is hard as rock. The 
promoters are now putting the process 
on the market. 


ROBBERS OPEN UP

of value, amounting to about a third: 
of the entire contents of both bags. |

“It cost” over $200,000 to make’ the 
change in the Alberta provincial situa- 
tion’ by. which «the Liberal. govern- 
ment went out and the Farmer govern. 
ment came in. The business in connec- 
tion with the adjustment and payment 
of election accounts: ,which has been 
under way for the «past two months, 
is now being closed up, and the sum 
totals of the figures: thereby disclosed 
furnish some sigiking evidence of the 
high cost of voting. 

To date the audit department has 
issued 10,376. cheques in ‘payment. of 
election expenses of one kind and an- 
other, and the end is not quite yet. 
Though the heavy part of the work 
has been done, there still remains a 
number of accounts to be dealt with, 
and these will bring the grand total 
to well over the $200,000 mark. 

As compared with the elections of 
1912 and 1917, the big fight of last 
July has cost the province at the rate 
of thirly per cent advance. This 
is accounted: for by the general high- 
er cost ‘of services and supplies | en-

A Quebec Roadside Oven 


No housewife in America is so 
ndependent of the price of coal and 
oil as the habitant woman of Quebec, 
with an out-of-door brick oven at 
ber beck and call. 

These roadside-ovens, — and no- 
bedy knows exactly what whim or 
faney possessed the Quebecquois 
mind for carrying his baking uppara- 
tus so far from home, unless it was 
feur of the roaring fire which must 
be set up in order te bake the large 
quantity of bread necessary to fill 
the many mouths of the grande 
famille,—are not only landmarks in, 
Quebec but indications of the huabi- 
taunt housewife’s hospitality. They 
seem to say to the passer-by, ‘“Now 
yeu know you are in Quebec, and 
uebec it, the land of home-made 
bread.” Mais oui, “Entrez vous. 
For a mere song Madame will cut 
you some thick slives and bring out 
a pitcher of milk.” Cui, the grand 
ovea is undoubtedly the symbol of 
Quebec! There is a friendly look 
soout these old wayside ovens vhich 
arises out of the fact that they are 
made by hand and fit in perfectly 
with the landscape and the scheme 
of life in general obtaining ‘= dis 
province, so pre-eminently the lian 
of the home-made. 

In many months of tramping in 
Quebec we have encotntered scores 
of these ovens. But because they 
are home-made, each one is differ- 
ent. Fach architect builds to suit 
his own fancy or else to come in to 
the possibilities as to shape and size 
contained in the material at hand! 
Leaks are overcome with smudges 
of plaster and added coats of white. 
wash, till the oven often resembles 


—a frosted cake, Or else an ai 
roof. is, attempted with bits of oli 
board, and then the oven poser les 
some qucerliftle maison a 
doll’s house {for the children to pet 
in, or a large kennel for le chien 
that draws ‘the little cart. Seeing 
these ovens: for, the first time you 
fancy yourself somewhere in the 
Old- Vorld. But then a simila ur fancy 
seizes you about everything in Que- 
bev, which in atmosphere, is all for- 
eign and different. On all occasions, 
even in the matter of these ovens. 
Quebec is just herself. It is a Que. 
bee loaf baked here and not the 
“little bread” of France, nor yet. sts 
“yardstick” {just a four or five 
pound loaf that will cut the gener. 
ous slice thatothe child at play, or 
garcon helping with the hay, finds 
satisfacticn in. 

These ovens along the Quebec 
roadside’'stand for two important 
factors in} our national fife. They 
stand’ for rural life, for farm life 
and the development of the country 
parts. And they stand for family- 
life without whisk attempts at rural 
development=have proved vain, ‘The 
women of Quebec as among the 
‘art bard working women In Can-> 
ada ani among the most contented. 
Given a little house with a curved 
roof, a tiny baleony and an out-of- 
door oven hy the roadside, your habi- 
taunt woman asks nothing more of 
life except achost of children to eat 
her bread. Every day may be ¢‘bak- 
ing day’ for’all she cares with grain 
growing in heriown fields, for flour, 
and an oven: of character that can — 
always be stretched to hol another 
loaf.
